INITIAL MOVES MADE IN THE COMING 
CAMPAIGN. 


“The President Consulted on Every Sobject 

Discussed—New York’s Labor Union 

’ Disciplines a Chicago Delegste—Print- 

ers Disous:ing Reia’s Record—Pians of 

the Third Perty—Indiana Republican 
Convention To-Morrow—Politics. 


WasuincTor, D. C., June 27.—Although the 
“Republican National Committee met at 12 
o’clock forthe purpose of organizing for the 
campaign, at ll o'clock the situation was as 
nebulous as it was last night. What the out- 
come will be no one seems able totell, cer- 
tainly no one dces tell, and all who are asked 
about the matter frankly say they cannot 
tell. Conferences have been the order of the 
night and day, but so far they have resulted 
in notbing definite. 

Shortly before midnight Mr. Michener 
of Indiana, Mr. Holbert of New York, Mr. 
Cheney of New Hampshire and Mr. Cogswell 
of |} assachusetts went over to see the Prest- 
dent. When they reached the White House 
they found Secretary Elkins. Tothese gen- 
tlemen, it Is said, the President stated in lan- 
guage that could not be misunderstood that 
be did not desire Mr. Clarkson to be made 
chairman. Among the names mentioned by 
the President were those of Sewell of New 
Jersey, Massey of Delaware and Campbell of 


lilinols. 
Aftera formal roll callat noon the com.- 


mittee adjourned till 8 o’clock. 

At10 o’clock this morning Mr. Clarkson 
had an interview with the President lasting 
more than halfan bour. At its conclusion 
the chairman wasdriven to the Arlington 
where the committee was to meet at noon, 
He said his interview with President Narri- 
son was pleasant. They talked, of course, 
aboutthe chairmanship and Mr. Clarkson 
gaid that he believed four names would go 
before the committee fcr chairman: Messrs. 
Campbell of Illinois, Sewellof New Jersey, 
Massey of Delaware and Carter of Montana. 
As for himself, Mr. Clarkson said he was not 
sure that he wanted the chairmanship or 
would take it under the conditions tbat 
exist. So far as can now be learned the 
probabilities are against the selection Of any 
one of the gentlemen named by Mr. Clarkson. 
Ex-Senator Sewell and Mr, Campbell have 
both declined to »e considered in 
connection with the office on account of their 
business engagements. Mr. Massey is not 

ieconsidered a probability because of his lack 

of acquaintance. Mr. Carter’s location !s 
against him, it being conceded that an 
Eastern man must be shosen. Ex-Gov. 
Cheney of New Hampshire is spoken of, but 
the opinion is held in well in formed circles 
that Mr. Michener willfinally be agreed up- 
on for chairman and that despite his unwill- 
ingness to serve, he will take the place and 
work with his customary zeal for the election 
of the candidate he wasso largely instru- 
mental in nominating. 

The President has requested Mr. Cornelius 
W. Bliss of New York toactas treasurer for 
the committee, and Mr. Biiss has agreed to 
actin that capacity. The President has been 
anxious to have some man of bis standing in 
this capacity in order to give confidence to 
the business men in New York and elsewhere 
who may be called upon to furnish the 
sinews of wars, and no man can command 
this confidence so muchas Mr. Bliss. The 
President also has a pet scheme, which, it is 
claimed, will be advocated, of the appoint- 
ment of an advisory committee with head- 
quarters in Washington which will directly 
represent him inthe campaign. It Is claimed 
that the President, Secretary Foster and 
Secretary Elking will be members of this 
committee, and that Chairman Clarkson 
Will be requested to actasa member of this 
advisory committee. 

J, TRIBUTE TO CLARKSON. 

' After the roll was called, which showed the

Delegate Charies W. Lubsdorf of the Tin 
and Sheet-Iron Workers sald that Mr. Archi- 
baid had attended the Chicago Convention 
and stated that he represented 40,000 work- 
ingmen of the Central Labor Union. He 
said. Archibald had worked there in the in- 
terest of the party that had nom'nated 
Cleveland and had violated his pledge in go- 
ing there. 

Archibald sprang to his feet and declared 
he had violated no pledge and did not care a 
snap forthecharwes. He said he had exer- 
cised his rights as an American citizen in 

ing tothe convention as an alternate and 

twas nobody’s business but his own. ‘‘There 
is a little clique of party men,’’ said he, ‘*in 
the Tiriand Sheet Iron \\ orkers’ Union whoare 
responsible for the charges against me. They 
are actuated by spleen and animosity toward 
me. They dare not come here like men and 
make these charges. Like stalking cowards 
and knaves they bring these charges under 
the cloak of their organization. I went tothe 
Chicago convention and took part ina dis- 
cussion on iree trade. I hada right to doit. 
These clfarges are made by Socialists and 
Republicans. I do not believe thata majority 
of the tin and sheet Iron Workers’ Union 
sanction them. Iam not afraid tomeet them. 
All 1 ask is fair play and no favors from any- 
one,.’’ 


After making this speech Archibald started 
toward the door, but George K. Lloyd took 
the floor and shouted londly for Archibald, 
saying he had something tosayto him that 
heshould hear. Archibald replied that he 
did not care what he had tosay. Lioyd told 
him the tin and sheetiron workers would 
hold a meeting to-morrow night and he 
could come there and defend himself. Dele- 
gate Brown asked Archibald whom he had 
worked for at the convention—the Hill or 
Cleveland boom. He also wanted to know 
whether Archibald had gone there simply as 
a citizen oras representing the Central La- 
bor Union. . 

‘“‘Iwent there as James P. Archibald of 
New York,’’ retorted Archibald. I was there 
asaspectator. Anumber of representative 
men spoke on the tariff question, and as my 
man was absent I spoke for him.’’ 

Chairman Jacob Latzerasked Mr. Archibald 
to answer the qnestion, whetheror not he 
had gone to the convention as a representa- 
tive ofthe Central Labor Union. Mr. Archi- 
bald refused toanswer and made another 
speech, in which he asked that the Tin and 
Sheet Sheet lron Workers’ Unton be required 
to present tangible proofof the charges made 
against him fore they should be enter- 
tained, 

Continuing, he said some of the delegates 
wanted the charges laid before the Grievance 
Committee. Other denounced Archibald as 
a labor politicianand wanted a committee 
appointed to investigate the charges against 
him. Itallendedina victory for Archibald. 
His friends introduced a motion to request 
the Tin and Sheet Iron Workers’ Union to 
bring forward the proof of the charges 
against Archibald, which was carried. 

Archibaid moved that when the present 
Central Labor Union adjourned it should ad- 
journ sine die. Had this been carried it 
would, of course, put anendto the charges 
against himself. It was finally decided to ad- 
journ until next Sunday. 


THIRD PARTY PLANS. 


ALVA ADAMS SUGGESTED AS A CANDIDATE— 
GRESHAM DECLINES. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 27.—J. E. Detwiller, 
one of the Kansas delegates to the People’s 
National Convention, has written a letter in 
behalfof anumberof the Kansas delegates 
urging Alva Adams of South Pueblo to be- 
come a candidate for President. In his letter 
Mr. Detwiller says: 

**The dispatches inform me that the Silver 
League has engaged rooms at Omaha 
during the People’s party convention. 
This fact leads me to ask you if you 
would accept a place on the People’s 
party nationalticket if it should be offered 
you. The fact that you were elected Gover- 
nor of Colorado asa Democrat renders your 
candidacy quite available, You could un- 
doubtedly carry all of the silver States, and 
many, ifnotall, of the Southern States. You 
may regard this prediction as wild and 
visionary, but this is afast ageand men 
move rapidly. I verily believe a political 
revolution is at hand.’’ 

Since the nomination of Clevelandthe Feo- 
ple’s party leaders have axreed to make a 
united fight for the siiver States and profess 
to believe that if they can succeed in throw- 
ing the election into the House through the 
aid of the Southern States the Southern Con- 
gressmen will unite with them and compro- 
mise on a silver Democrat for Pre:ident.

SIGHTED A WRECK. 


A Vessel Run Down atSea and Aban- 
doned by the Crew. 

New YorK, June 27.—The steamship Vega, 
supposed to have been in collision at sea 
with the sailing vessel Fred B. Taylor, ar- 
rived safely at Quarantine at5:12 this morn- 


ing. 

Capt. Cassens of the Dutch tank vessel 
Ocean, which reached this port from 
Amsterdam last Saturday, sald that the pre- 
ceding Thursday morning his vessel passed 
the stem ofa sailing ship which had evidently 
been cut in twain by some other craft. It 
was in latitude 40 deg.,22 min.; longi- 
tude 68 deg., 10min., or about 260 miles 
east of Sandy Hook. The wrecked stem was 
bottom up and the ship’s name was sub- 
merged. Above the water in plain letters on 
the stem he read, ‘‘ Yarmouth, N. 8.’’ Capt. 
Cassens said yesterday that the stem was 
round and painted biack, and he gave a 
description which tallied almost exactly 
with the stem of the Fred 8B. Taylor. The 
cut he said was just forward of the mizzen 
rivging, and was just such a cutasabig 
iron hull steamship would make when cleav- 
ing a wooden vessel. The cut indicated that 
the vessel had been struck on the port side. 

Capt. Cassens was sure it was the stem ofa 
full-rigged ship hesaw. The mizzen chan- 
nels proved it, he said. The Fred B. Tayior 
left Havre in ballast manned by acrew of 
twenty-twomen under Capt. E. F. Hurlbart 
on May 12, and has now been out forty-four 
days. Only once has she been reported— 
June 12, about nine hundred and fifty miles 
east of Sandy Hook. This was eleven days 
before Capt. Cassens sighted the wreckaze. 
The Taylor was a fast sailer and should have 
been in New York elght daysago. From the 
point where she was sighted on Juneil2to 
the point where the wreckage was seen is 
about six hundred miles, and the Taylor 
could easily oave covered that distance in 
four days. Thatsome mishap has befallen 
the vessel, those who have friends among 
her officers and crew do not doubt, and think 
it more than likely that sheislost. The fate 
of her crew Is only a matter of conjecture at 
present. 

lhe White Star steamship Germanic, which 
arrived here last Friday, passed a ship's 
boat, bottom up, on June 21, two days before 
the Ocean passed the largerremnant. ‘he 
boat was painted yellow on the bottom with 
white topsicdies and black gunwales. This is 
thonght to be one of the ship’s boats. Capt. 
Hesketh of the British steamship Stuart 
Prince, which also reached New York last 
Friday from the Mediterranean, reports pass- 
ing the wreck of a vessel which he thinks 
was the forward portion of the Fred B. Tay- 
lor. On June 22 in latitude 40 deg. 21 min., 
longitude 68 deg. 20 min., he says his steamer 
passed a square-riggzged wooden vessel sunk 
stem down with her jiband head sails out of 
the water. There wus evidently no one on 
the wreck and the Stuart Prince did not stop 
to investigate. This wreck, as will be seen, 
was not far from the point where Capt. Cas- 
sens sighted the severed stem of the sailing 
ship. Capt. Taylor of the Fred B. Taylor, her 
commander, is only 23. The vessel is owned 
by Wm. Law of Yarmouth, Nova scotia.

FOUL ANONYMOUS LETTERS WRITTEN 
TO MR. GLADSTONE’S FAMILY. 


Personal Injury ‘to the ‘Grand Old Man” 
Followed by Atrocious Insults—An In- 
famous Oartoon Hastily Called In— 
Mexico’s Budget. of News—Battle in 
Erazil—Brief Cablegrame. 


Lonpon, June 27.—A dispatch received 
from Hawarden this morning states that Mr, 
Gladstone’s eye ts free from pain, and that 
he has nearly recovered from the injury sus- 
tained on Saturday, He expects to be able to 
start for Midlothian on Wednesday. 

The Pall Mali Gazelte, commenting to-day 
upon the assault made upon Mr. Gladstone at 
Chester on Saturday and his denunciation of 
Tory methods of intimidation, says that Mr. 
Gladstone’s language is harmless when it Is 
compared with the Tory methods of venting 
their hatred during the ‘‘jingo’’ period. At 
that time unsavory letters reached Mr. Glad- 
stone and his wife by every post. Sometimes 
the writers sent post cardsto Mrs. Gladstone, 
on which, expressed in the foulest language, 
were revolting wishes for her destruction. 
Some depraved writers of these cards said 
they hoped that she and her daughters might 
be subjected in their last extremity to ont- 
rage similar to that to which Bulgarian 
women were subjected. 

The Star to-day says that the Tories at Sal- 
isbury have issued a cartoon entitled ‘‘The 
Grand Old Man’s Last Journey.’’ It depicts 
Mr. Gladstone, wi his 88 years, bearing a 
palmin hisleft handand his home-rule bill 
in bis right, being dragged down tohell by 
the devil. The cartoon hasso shocked the 
electors, even those who are politically op- 
posed to Mr. Gladstone, that most of the 
copies have been calledin. High prices are 
offered for the remainder that are still In cir- 
culation, 

The antagonism against Mr. Timothy Healy 
apparently grows by what it feeds on, and hé 
finds traveling in Dublin and the vicinity 
quite dangerous, He attended a meeting at 
Arklow, thirty-eight miles southof Dublin, 
yesterday. So many threats had been made 
against him that he found it necessary to 
have a body guard composed of priests and 
two policemen, The latter were armed with 
rifles. Extra policemen were on duty at 
every station at which the train stopped.

UNCLAIMED ENGLISH ESTATES.

SWINDLE AGAIN EXPOSED—CIRCULAR 
FROM MINISTER LINCOLN. 


LONDON, June 27.—In spite of the repeated 
exposures of systematic swindiles that are 
being carried on under the guise of English 
estate agencies and the frequent warnings 
that have been sent out by the legation of the 
United States here, the legation is inundated 
with letters inquiring after imaginary 
fortunes. From letters lately received it 
would appearthat William Lord Moore, who 
has been showa up several times lately, is 
doing a larger business than ever, and that 
the victims of the estate agency craze are 
distributed allover the United States. Mr. 
Lincoin has conferred with the Post-office 
authorities, but there isno way to stop the 
trade except by criminal prosecutton. In 
view of the distance of dupes and the com- 
paratively small individual losses, such a 
course is out of the question, and it ts only by 
the press that fraudscan be stopped. Mr. 
Lincoln authorized the following notice to be 
issued. 

In consequence of the continued coming of many 
Awerican letters to the United States Minister in 
regard to sending money to Lord Moore as an ageut 
for prosecuting claims to property in England, it is 
requested that a wide publicity be again given to the 
fact that in February last the United States Legation, 
with the aid of metropolitan police, made an investi- 
gation and would suggest that Moore is a swindler 
with a New York connection, styled the Kuropean 
Claims Agency, E. Ross, manager. Credulous peo- 
ple will avoid disappointment and save their money 
bv having nothing whatever to do with Moore or any

MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 


SMALL-POX, EARTHQUAKES AND POLITICS MAKE 
THINGS LIVELY. 

CITY OF MEXICO, June 27.—The rainy season 
has opened here and has brought with itan 
epidemic of small pox. In the District of 
Sultepec the malady is spreading alarmingly 
among children, and twenty deaths from 
that cause were reported to the health of- 
ficer yesterday. There are fully 200 cases in 
this city, and the death rate during the past 
few days has been increasing rapidly. There 
are also a number of cases of yellow fever at 
Vera Cruz. 

The general election for electors who will 
in July vote for candidate for President oc- 
curred in this city yesterday. There was no 
excitement or demonstration of any kind. No 
one doubts that the choice of the great ma- 
jority of electors will fallon Gen. Diaz. Even 
the opposition newspapers declare that the 
Governwent will permit entire freedom of 
expression of popular sentiment.: 

‘the people of Guadalajara and surround- 
ing country have been in a state of terror for 
tne past two days onaccount of repeated 
shocks of earthquake, which have been the 
most severe ever felt here. The first shock 
occurred on Friday night and lasted -eigh- 
teen seconds, the vibrations running from 
southwest to northeast. The glass in windows 
was broken and plastering in many buildings 
was cracked. Hundreds of people took refuge 
in the streets. Atdaylight Saturday morn- 
ing asecond shock occurred, causing great 
disaster. .No less than 100 bulidings were 
completely wrecked. Several persons were 
seriously injured, but none killed. Since then 
several lignt shocks have been felt. The 
Colima volcano, south of here, is in active 
operation and is throwing out great volumes 
of sulphurous smoke and lava. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


BATTLE IN BRAZIL-SOCIALIST RIOTS—BRIEF 
CABLEGRAMS, 


MONTEVIDEO, June 7277.—In the State of 
Matto Grosso, Braszil,a force of 450 insur- 


gents atiacked the 800 federal troops, who 


were at Rivera, There was a dvsperate 


pngat, | 
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the revolutionists, who had only partially re- 
covered from the repulse which had re- 
sulted from their previous attack. Their 
fighting was in many cases hand to hand and 
was of the most determined character. The 
federals charged with great determination 
and cut their way entirely through the in- 
surgents’ ranks. In the midst of the fight 
the rebel chief Vargas was Killed and it 
looked like a victory for the federals. The 
subordinate rebel officers rajlied their men, 
however, and the Government troops were 
finally force¢ back, fighting every inch of the 
ground, into the town where they are now 
intrenched. 

Edmund O. Ossorio, a Uruguayan, who was 
fighting on the side of the rebels wasikilled. 
His body was robbed of £300. The insurgents 
wearas a badge ared ribbon with the in- 
scription ‘*Viva Jullo Castilho. No quarter 
either side.’’ 


SOCIALIST RIOT. 

BRUSSELS June 27,—A number of Socialists of 
this city who were returning from an excur- 
Sion last night, marched through the streets 
Singingand acting very noisily. The police 
ordered them to disperse, but the Socialists 
refused todo so, andthe police charged up- 
on tnem. In the conflict that ensued the 
police were overpowered and their swords 
were taken fromthem. A number of police- 
men were severely wounded by their own 
weapons in the hands of the rioters. 

The civic guards were called out to sup- 
press the rloting and they dispersed the mob 
inatshort time. Several of gthe more promi- 
nent rioters were arrested. 


SIGNS AND GRIPS. 

TORONTO, Ont., June 27.—At a session of 
the Roman Catholic Union of the Knights of 
St. John, a resolution was adopted instruct- 
ing the Supreme Board of Trustees to draw 
upasystemof signs and pass-words. The 
adoption of such a code has long been under 
discussion but was opposed by the clergy. 
A petition, however, was recently circulated 
and, upon its presentation to Bishop Walsh, 
Supreme Spiritual Adviser of the order, was 
approved by him, he statingina letter that 
such a code might be adopted provided such 
pass-words and signs be made known to the 
aaa ecclesiastical authority if asked 
or. .

Forty Thousand Iron Workers on the Eva 
ofa Strike. eek 
PITTSBURG, Pa., June 27.—It Is now be; 
lieved there will bean iron strike here. In 
the eventof suchan occurrence, if all the 
concerns which have upto this time refused: 
to sign the scale of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation remain firm, nearly sixty mills in this 
section will be involved and from 35,000 to 
40,000 men, about one-half of whom are mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated Association. The 
contest betweenthe iron and steel masters 


andthe Amalgamated Association has now 
narrowed down to manufacturers of bar 
and finished iron and steel in. ail 
cases. The latter includes a few 
pipe and tube mills. The scale of 
manufacturers of tin plate, iron and steel 
sheet and wire rods has been all but signed.

A Young Girl’s Assailant Killed by H 
Brother. 


EDWARD DIVIN MAKES SHORT WORK OF 
MAX CLERGET. 


The Dead Man Had Just Pleaded Guilty to 
Criminal Assault When the Fatal Bul- 
let Was Fired—- A Sister’s Wrongs 
Swiftly Avenged — Express Robber 
Ryan Captured—A Lynching Frobable 
in Tennessee—Crimes. 


NEW YOrK, June 27.—Max Clerget, aged 15, 
who had just pleaded guilty of criminal as- 
sault upon Sarah Divin, was shot and killed 
in the General Sessions Court this morning 
by the girl’s brother, Edward Divin, The 
murderer was promptly arrested. 

Sarah Divin was Clerget’s sister-in-law. 
The outrage was committed June 18, at 543 
East Fifteenth street. Clerget was arrested 
on the same day. 

Judge Martine was trying another case 
when Clerget was brought to the bar to plea 
to the indictment against him. The prisoner 
pleaded guilty and was being led away when 
Divin rushed forward and shot him dead. 
The utmost excitement prevailed. The 
scene was dramatic in the extreme. 

The bullet entered the body at the nipple 
onthe left side and passed through the 
heart. Aneglize shirt worn by Clerget was 
scorched and blackened by powder. Young 
Divin and his sister are said to be 
mentally weak. The affair caused great ex- 
citement among those in attendance in the 
court. Judge Martine ordered the doors 
closed and personally directed the clearing 
out of the court-room. Later Divin was ar- 
raigned before Coroner Sclultz. He gave his 
ageas 25 and his residence as 447. Kast Six- 
teenth street. 

To the Coroner’s question as to why he 
Killed Clerget he madeno reply. He looxed 
wild and glared at those in the room as each 
question was asked. 

When the shooting oecurred there was 
almost a panic in the crowded court-room. 
Several policeman forced thelr way through 
the crowd and threw themselves upon Divin, 
who, however, made no resistance, and in 
fact could not have done so, as he isa crip- 
ple. When asked why he had fired the shot, 
Divin pointed to the dying man and sald: 

‘*That fellow betrayed my sister.’’ 

This was all he would say, and he did not 
seem at all excited. He kept his eyes on his 
victim and seemed to take satisfaction in 
watching his last struggles. As he was belng 
hurried away he said to the officers: 

**Don’t pull my armsso hard,the hand- 
cuffs hurt.’’ 

During the excitement one of the jurors if 
the arson case fainted. 

The assault upon Miss Divin was made by 
Clerget while the girl was alone caring for 
the children of her _ sister, Clerget’s 
vrother’s wife. She told her sister when 


fled and subsequently arrested Clerget and 
had him indicted.

Cuicaco, .Ill., June 27.—A cheer that 
drowned the croaking of innumerable frogs 
went up from Dauphin Park at noon to-day.

The scale adopted by the Amalgated Asso- 

clation of Iron and Steel Workers at Pitts- 

burg, received here by telegraph last 


Saturday evening,was presented to Niedring- 
haus Bros. this morning at the mill by 
Messrs. bitterger and Johns, representing 
the workmen.

CHARITIES AND CORRECTION, 


Transactions of To-Day’s Conference at 
Denver.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 27.—In_ the 
Senate communications from the Treas- 
ury Department were read recommend- 
ing that the salary of the Assistant 
United States Treasurer at Chicago De in- 
creased from $4,500 to $5,000, and that addi- 
tional clerical force be allowed him on ac- 
count of the increase of business caused by 
the World’s Fair. Referred to the Committee 
on Appropriations, 

A communication from the Interior De- 
partment, setting forth that the Indian dep- 
redation claims already filed amounted to 
over $25,000,000, and asking instructions, was 
tead and referred. 

Mr. Hale reported favorably and asked 
present consideration for the House Dill ex- 

ending to individuals and unincorporated 
companies engaged in manufactures the pen- 
alties for refusing to answer questions 
which now only apply to the incorporated 
companies. The bill was passed. 

Mr. Allison from the Committee on Appro- 
priations reported the legisiativeand judicial 
appropriation bill with amendments and ob- 
tained unanimous consent that it be taken up 
for action to-day. 

Mr. Stewart offered a resolution, which was 
referred to the Committee on Contingent Ex- 
penses, authorizing the Committee on Mines 
to sit during the recess to investigate the 
cost of producing gold and silver bullion. 

Mr. Hale introduced the following resolu- 
tion and gave notice that he should call it up 
for action to-morrow: 


Whereas. At no time has so large a proportion of 
the American poopse been employed at so high 
wages and purchasing the necessities and comforts 
of life at so low prices as in the year 1892, and 

Whereas, The balance of trade with foreign coun- 
tries has never been so iarge in favor of the United 
States as in the last year, and 

Whereas, These Conditions exist and are largely

Resolved, That the Committee on Finance be and is 
hereby directed to inquire into the effect ofa licy 
of tariff for revenue only, upon the laber and the in- 
dustries of the United States, and to report upon the 
same to the Senate.

READY FOR LAUNCHING. 


The Eatitle-Ship Texas to Slip Into the 
Water This Week. 

Under the law of Aug. 3, 1886, authorizing 
the construction of two new ships, it was 
provided that these should be sea-going, 
double-bottomed, armored vessels of about 
six thousand tons displacement, designed 
for a speed of at least sixteen knots 
an  bour, with engines having all 
necessary appliances for working under 
forced draft, to have a complete tor- 


pedo outfit, and be armored in the most ef- 
fective manner. Oneofthese vessels was to 

an armored crulser and the other a 
battle-ship. Both were tobe built of steel, 
with double bottoms, to have numerous 
water-tight compartments, fitted with pow- 
erful pumping apparatus, and to De supplied 
throughout with perfect drainage and venti- 
lation. 

A rainbow, twin screws, electric search 
lights, torpedo outtit, and a protected steel- 
armored deck running the whole length of 
the shipand covering the bollers, engines 
and magazines, were essentials; while high 
power and economy were so equally de- 
manded toa maximum maintained speed of 
seventeen knots when fully equipped, great 
coal endurance and small fuel consumption 
were to be added. In each vessel a space 
sufficient for 270 people, for provisions for 
three months and for water forone month 
was required. 

Of these two vessels,the most powerful 
thatthe Navy Department had up to that 
time attempted to addtolits fleet of modern 
warships, the Maine, asthe armored cruiser 
was called, has already been iaunched and 
now awaits completion at the Brooklyn yard, 
and the Texas, as the battle-ship was named, 
is now on the stocks at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard, all ready to be slipped into the water 
upon the appointed day. ‘he keels of both 
were laid in 1889, and the sum appropriated 
was $2,500,000 for each, or twice what the 
Newark cost. 

Before work on the Texas had progressed 
very far a controversy arose between the 
chief constructor of the navy and Naval Con- 
structor Bowles, who Is in charge of bullding 
the Texas, as to her ability to foat when all 
her crew, armament and stores were aboard. 
It was held that the calculations of her Eng- 
lish designers were at fault, and that she 
would never be a safe nora satisfactory ves- 
sel. After a great deal of discussion and 
numerous re-caiculations, Constructor 
Bowles’s results were accepted, although the 
dimensions of the vessel have been somewhat 
changed from those at first submitted. 

The plans for the vessels were open to com- 
petition, and notwithstanding the difficulties 
which the displacement imposed upon the 
other requirements no less than thirteen de- 
signs were received from the different com- 

etitors, some coming from England and 

‘rance. A rd of naval experts examined 
these plans and finally decided upon those 
submitted by Mr. W. Jobn, general manager 
of the late Barrow 8ship-building Co., and 
one of the most distinguished marine archi- 
tects in England. The amount paid for the 
detailed drawings of the Texas was $25,000. 

The echelon vty: ny ee of heavy guns 
has been adopted in the Texas, a disposition 
which several of the foreign governments 
have discovered after considerable trial. Such 
an arrangement of heavy guns is gy to 
give quite as much power of fire ahead and 
astern as on each broadside, but a practical 
test has shown thattoo much of the ship’s 
efficiency in other respects is sacrificed, that 
the powerful end fire ts not attained and that 
the broadside is greatly weakened, owing to 
the obstructed arcs of fire. Besides which 
the guns, when placed as in the design, have 
less accurate fire when the vessel is rolling, 
being further from the midship line, 

In speaking of the Texas, Broad Arrow, an 
English publication, says: 

‘*The :aunch of the first United States 
armor-clad, Texas, is a naval event of great 
importance, foreshadowing a possible time 
when the greatcountry may determine to 
assert itself atsea. But though the design 
of this vessel is English, being in fact the 
design for which the late Mr. John was 
awarded the prize | the United States Gov- 
ernment, there is little about her which 
claims admiration. Her two heavy ns, 
placed in echelon,-revive the well-nigh ex- 
ploded ideas of the Italia, the Inflexible and 
a few other ships which followed them only 
to exhibit the fallacy of so arranging the 
armament. Inthe Texas there are addeda 
bow and stern gun hardly out of the heavy 
guns, which would certainly be unworkable 
in action, even if it did not turn out possible 
to blow them away accidently.’’ 

The main battery consists of two 12-inch 
rifies, one in each turret, the rt one for- 
ward and the starboard one aft. There are 
six 6-inch guns, twoonthe upper aeck, one 
forward and the other aft, near the 12-inch 
guns; the other four are on the lower deck in 
spansons, two each side. The secondary bat- 
tery is a very powerful and efficient one, 
being composed of not less than twenty-two 
mess 6-pounders, four 1-pounders 
our 87-mm. Hotchkiss revolving cannon and 
two Gatling’s. Fourtorpedo launching tubes 
are also to be fitted.

ORANGEADE.—Squeeze the juice out of a 
dozen sour oranges and add the peel of one 
orange, three quarters of a pound of loaf 
sugar, a pint of chopped ice and water 
enough to make a pleasant drink. Let it 
stand half an hour before using. 

RASPBERRY SHRUB.—Red raspberries are 

referable for this. Place them ina stone 
sar and cover with best cider vinegar, letting 
them stand overnight. Strain the next day 
and allow one pint of sugar toeach pint of 
juice; boilten minutesand bottle while hot. 

RASPBERRY VINEGAR.—Pour enough cidar 
vinegar to cover four quarts of red raspbDer- 
ries and let them stand for twenty-four 
hours; scald and strain. Boil for twenty 
minutes and bottle. This will keep for years 
andis excellent in sickness. A spoonful of 
juice in a glass of water is sufficient. 

PINEAPPLE PuNCH.—Boll together one 
pound of sugar, one quart of water and two 
or three bits of orange rind for fifteen min- 
utes. Strain, and whencold add the jrice of 
one orange, a grated pineapple, one pint of 
cracked itce, and water enough so it is not 
too sweet; sect in the ice-box for one hour or 
more, then strain and use. 

RUSSIAN TEA isavery cooling drink, and 
differs but little from ordinary tea. Jt is 
served in small glasses witha slice of lemon 
on top. 

ALMOND MILK.—Blanch three dozen fresh 
almonds and pound toa paste, alsotwo bit- 
ter almonds, two lumps of loaf sugar and one 
pint of water. Add one gill of boiling water 
to the almonds, and when you have pounded 
them ina mortar, strain, add more water 
and returntothe mortar. Add water until 
you have useda pint, then sweeten to taste 
and serve. Thisdrinkis delicious, but ,will 
not Keep long. 

CREAM NECTAR.—Boll two pounds of loaf 
Sugar and three quarts of water until you 
have but two quarts of the syrup. Stir inthe 
white of an egg while boiling and a few drops 
oftartaricacid. Whencold add lemon juice 
enough to make it sufficiently tart, then 
bottle and cork. This needs shaking two ur 
three times a pay. 

CREAM BEER.—Boll two pounds of loaf sugar 
in three pints of water together with halfa 
cupful of sifted floor beaten smooth in water, 
and one small teaspoon of cream tarter for 
fiVve minutes. When nearly cold add the well 
beaten whites of three egus, the juice of one 
lemon and half an ounce of wintergreen; 
bottle and keep in a cool place. Use two 
tablespoons with a little soda ina giass of 
water when serving it.

DOG SKINS IN CHINA. 


A Flourishing-fndustry in Mandchoury, 
Where the Dog Farms Flourish. 


China ds undoubtedly the country par ex- 
cellence where commerce thrives on the 
smallest provocation, and the Celestials 
seem to be able to utilize many things that to 
other nations are utterly worthless. The 
Chinese are geniuses in the art of mer- 
chandising, and reapaharvest from any- 
thing they may handle in a commercial way. 
Of late anew industry has begun to show 
its fourishing signs inthe Mandchoury, the 
most northerly province of China. There 


great numbers of dogs are raised for the fur 
they yield. The princinal market where these 
dog skins are sold is at New Chevang. 
They are made into mantles and rugs. 
Throughout the Mandchour dog farms 
are found and large herds of canines are 
driven from field to fleld, just as we herd 
sheep and cattle in this country. The 
stranger happening in this inbospitable 
region wonders at the large droves of them, 
until he is told that they constitute a man’s 
wealth, as his cattle would with us. Young 
girls about to be married receive for their 
dower a herd of dogs commensurate with the 
wealth of their progenitors. The skins of 
these dogs are very beautiful; the hair is 
long, thick and silky, and of a remarkably 
fine texture. This is explained by the climate 
of the Mandchoury, which is exceedingly 
cold; and the dogs must of necessity be pro- 
tected by thick heavy fur. Connoisseurs 
declare that finer skins of this kind have 
never been found. The animals are 
killed by strangulation in the winter, 
because at that time the hair is longest and 
thickest; but none are killed that are not 8 
months old. The price paidforthis fur is 
ridiculously small. Alarge mantle measur- 
ing about 120 inches is sold for $3.50. About 
eight skins are needed to make such a man- 
tle. The skins must not only be asserted and 
matched in color and quality, but the mantle 
be made as well, certainly a curious industry 
that deals with profits which seem to us ab- 
normally small.

TWO QUEER TREES, 


Tallow and Varnished Trees Which Grow 
in China and Japan. 

The tallow-tree isa native of China. Some 
species are also found inthe East Indies, It 
isaboutthe helght and appearance of the 
pear tree, the leaves resembling those of the 
poplar. The blossom is yellow, bat the singu- 
larity of the tree is the fruit, which Is en- 
closed ina husk, like that of the chestnut. 
When the tree is ripe the husk opens of itself, 
showing three white grains, the size ofa 


filbert. These grains contain the vegetable 
tallow so useful to the Chinese. 

The grains are crushed, boiled and after- 
wards mixed with vecetable olland wax. So 
prepared they make the best candles, burn- 
ing almost without smoke and quite free 
from smell. In China these trees are cultl- 
vated in extensive plains, planted in regular 
order. The leaves incline to red, andthe 
blossoms being yellow the trees are beautiful 
objects ina Chinese landscape, a grove of 
them having the appearance of a flower 
garden. 

The tree has of late years been introduced 
into North America and ts cultivated about 
Charleston and Savannah. It ts also ad- 
mired in this region for its ‘‘remarkable ap- 
pasa at the approach of winter.’’ The 

eaves a brilliant red and the fruit husks fall- 
ing off€the white seeds remain suspended to 
their sfem by slender threads. 

Another curious tree which grows wild in 
China as wellas Japan, produces the beauti- 
ful Dlack Japan varnish so much admired in 
Japanese productions of art. 

The varnish is made from the green of the 
tree, which is gathered much inthe same 
way maple-sap is got from the maple tree. 
About the middle of the summer a number of 
laborers proceed to the plantations of these 
trees, each man furnishea witha kKnifeand a 
great number of hollow shells, larger than 
oyster shells. Inthe barkgof each tree they 
inake many incisions, about two inches in 
length, and under each incision they force in 
the edwe of the shell, which rarely penetrates 
the soft bark. This operation is performed in 
theevening as thevarnish only flows at 
night. Thenext morning they scrape out 
carefully the shel's, which are nearly filled 
with varnish. Thenext evening the shells 
are replaced and the varnish again collected 
in the morning. This process is repeated 
through the summeror until the varnish 
ceases to flow. It is computed that fifty trees, 
which can be attended by a Single workman, 
will yield a pound of varnish each night.

The cadet marches to breakfast, eats, 
marches back, pest to Ris room, studies, 
goes to the section room, recites, 
parade, parades, comes ck to s, 
goes to bed, sleeps. Thisis a simple state- 
ment of his,routine, considéring only the 
more promiigpt features, There are plenty 
of others, anu ne is likely to*be ‘‘skinned’’ 
while attending toanfy one of them.

THE ADVENT OF THE BANANA. 


Unknown in Boston Fifty Years Ago, It 
Now Divides Favor With the Bean. 
From the Boston Saturday Evening Gazette. 

A balt century ago the banana, or the plan- 
tain of commerce. was scarcely known in 
Boston. In fact, with very few exceptions, 
it was not recognized in this latitude as edi- 
ble fruit. Occasionally the master ofa ves- 
sel arriving from the West Indies would send 
a few bananas to Taftof the Cornhill, Ryan 
of the Stackpole, McGill of the Exchange 
Coffee House, and Parker and others. 
These fruit specimens were generally placed 
upon the bar counters as ornawental curli- 
osities. 

A little over fifty years ago Capt. Bowers of 
the brig Eliza Burgess, belonging to Benja- 
min Burgess & Co., trading between Boston 
and Clenfuegos, landed some half a dozen 
bunches of the red banana species, fully ripe, 
fat and luscious looking. It had long Deena 
custom with Capt. Bowers, on leaving Clen- 
fuegos to stow his long boat full of bananas. 
From this supply his cook would take what 
he wanted to boll, stewand fry, andas the 
fruit ripened the crew wouid help them- 
selves. But the occasion I speak of was the 
firstin which lever saw bananas displayed 
in the streets of Boston. Capt. Bowers’ old- 
est son, then a small boy, with his brothers, 
took three parts of bunches from the brig on 
‘India wharf and passed up State street on 
their way to their home on Myrtle street, fol- 
lowed by a curious crowd, to whom the sight 
was a novelty. 

Buttoall theold West India traders the 
plantain and banana had long been Known, 
not only as a luxury, but asa food necessity, 
in southern latitudes. This was particularly 
so in the Surinam trade, of which Boston and 
Gloucester had the monopoly. I was talking 
to Capt. George Pousiland, I think the oldest 
surviving member of a one-time famous and 
extensive business, upon the matter, I my- 
self having been brought up in the counting 
room ofan old Surinam firm. He remarked: 

**When we first came to anchor in the river 
we sent for the house frame, then unbent 
the sails and unrove the running rigging, 
and then the banana scow would come along- 
side with a hundred or more bunches. These 
we hung for use while loading, cooking them 
in various forms and eating them as fruit.’’ 
Capt. Pouslana says he has frequently put 
them in bag compresses, placed them in the 
hold upon topof his cargo,and that when 
taken out at the end of the vopage they had 
all the desirable qualities of pressed figs. 

Look at the difference just fifty years later. 
Let one go down any day to Centralor Long 
wharves and see the large foreign steamers 
discharging their full cargoes of bananas by 
ttle tens of thousands of bunches. 
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SALES OF BEER IN UNITED 8TATES 


A Net Increase of 1,453,440 Barrels Dur- 
ing the Past Year. 


The sales of beer in the United States for 
‘the twelve months ending April 30, amounted 
to 31,474, 519 barrels, a net increase over the 
year previous of 1,453,440 barrels, or some- 
thing over 4.7 per cent. 

The Western Brewer says: 

‘-While in the previous year there was a 
deficit in seven States (Arizona, Connecticut, 
Idaho, Kansas, New Hampshire, South Caro- 
lina and Wyoming), this year there is a de- 
crease of output in thirteen States, although 
only three of those showing a decrease in 
1891 repeat a deficit this year. 

‘*It also appears that the same six States 
which last year showed no output at all show 
none this year also. 

W hile last Year New Hampshire showed the 
greatest decrease, that State this year shows 
an increase of more than double amountof 
barrels lost the year before, while Missouri, 
whichthe year previous gained 236,705 bar- 
rels, standing sixth in the ranks of gaining 
States, this yearis conspicuous by her ex- 
hibit of the greatest decrease (24,812 barrels) 
ofany State for the year. he reason for 
this showing istoo well known to the trade 
to require comment. 

‘*Kentucky stands next to Missouri witha 
loss of 17,044 barrels, and Nebraska third. 

‘‘Connecticut, which last year stood second 
in the decrease column (22,942 barrels) has 
partially regained that loss by my He this 
year an Increase of 11,075 barrels; and lowa 
which showed last year an increase of 17,677 
barrels, again repeats her gatns | 8,580 
burrels, thus more than making up for her 
loss of 24,204 in 1890, 

‘*The States showing this year more than 
100,000 increase are New York, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, New Jersey and Massachusetts in the 
order named. . 

**Last year the great bulk of the losses were 
in the East (22,942 barrels im-Connecticut and 
and 32,703 barrels in New Hampshire) while 
this year the losses, compared with the pre- 
vious year, appear in the West (Missouri, 
Kentucky, Nebraska and Colorado). 

‘**The brewers of Boston sold 865,416 barrels 
in the year ending April 30, 1891, and 901,344 
barrels in the year ending April 30, 1892.

Not since his se- 
vere,rebuke of that Pharisaiém which, while 
parading its piety, raises huge funds. to 
corrupt elections, has there been as strong 
a ‘denunciation of what the Republican 
party represents than his remarks about 
the danger of plutocracy.

Men who 
coin money by the success of a party ora 
policy will invest money to insure their 
continued success. The protective tariff 
enriches the fewat the expense of the 
many and the few willingly devote a part 
of their gains to retaining and enlarging 
their opportunities for enrichment through 
governmental favor. Taxationis the key 
to the fortress of popular rights and out of 
its surrender flow all the evils of discrim- 
inating legislation and the corruption of 
the franchise to make governmental favor- 
itism permanent. 

The Republican party appeals to greed. 
It proposes to build up plutocracy by new 
abuses of the power of taxation and ap- 
propriation. Itappeals to plutocrats to 
give of their ill-gotten gains to retain their 
privileges, and bids for the support of 
workingmen by holding out to them the 
delusive hope of sharing in the loot of the 
public purse. It even offers the aid of 
bayonets controlled by Federal office- 
holders in rendering money-making by 
aid of the Government a permanent privi- 
lege.

A BIT OF STRATEGY. 

A fear has been expressed that the issue 
of 1892 might be shifted from tariff reform 
to the force bill idea, which would revive 
sectional animosities and postpone any rea! 
progressive movement. 

There is no doubt that the Republicans 
would gladly avoid a discussion of the 
tariff. Mr. McKINLEY’samazing speech in 
the Minneapolis Convention shows that 
they have nothing to say in defense of their 
policy of plunder. In order to make a re- 
spectable showing they resort to rhetorical 
appeals to seetional feeling and prate of fair 
elections and Afro-American wrongs. 
They ask Tor federal control of elections in 
order that the black man may exercise the 
rights of citizenship. But love of justice 
and fair play is not the real motive. It has 
been frankly but incautiously confessed 
thatin a force bill area dozen McKinley 
laws. The force bill is after all onlya 
juggle, a pretense by which the people are 
to be first fooled and then coerced. By 
means of a law which shall guarantee pos- 
session to the party of paternalism the 
beneficiaries of class legislation hope to 
perpetuate their power. 

This is the realissue. The force bill is 
merely a bit of strategy by which it is 
hoped to secure a commanding position in 
the field. Not all of the advocates of a 
federal election law realize this, but it is 
the controlling motive of the men really at 
the bottom of Republican policy. As an 
isolated question it matters very little to 
Mr. CARNEGIE whether the negro votes or 
not, but it is of great importance to him if 
by the negro vote he can continue to draw 
millions yearly from a deluded people. 
The motive of force bill legislation is not 
sectional but plutocratic. It should be 
fought not as a manifestation of Northern 
hate and prejudice, but as a necessary step 
toward the real objective point of latter- 
day Republicanism.

SUSTAINS THE WILL} 


Decision in the Litigation Over the Per- 
sis Smith Estate. 


JUDGE VALLIANT RULES AGAINST THE 
CLAIMS OF THE RELATIVES. 


James Smith, the Foater Son, Will Inherit 
the Bulk of the Estate, Which ls Valued 
at $225,000—The Opinion Given in 
Full— News Gathered in the Civil 
Courts. 


Judge Valliant gave his decision to-day in 
the Smith will case, in which James 8. Gar- 
land and other relatives of Mrs. Persis 
Smith, widow of James Smith, after whom 
Smith Academy, of the Washington Uni- 
versity, is named, sought to have Mrs, 
Smith’s will set aside. Judge Valliant 
sustains the will, in which Mrs. 
Smith left the bulk of her estate 
valued at $225,000 to George Smith, excepting 
small legacies to some of her relatives. 
George Smith had. been raised by Mrs. Smith 
and her husband since he was 4 years old, His 
name was Connelly. He was called an 
adopted son, but it is alleged that no 
formal procedure of adoption was resorted 
to other than to give him the name of Smith 
and treat him asa son, 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The subject matter of Judge Valliant’s de- 
cision to-day comprises two cases which were 
merged in one, the trial of which consumed 
three weeks’ time in Judge Vailiant’s court 
some time ago. George Smith, the evidence 
disclosed, developed dissipated habits when 
a young man and fell under the displeasure 
of his foster father, the late James Smith. 

He left home and was gone for fifteen 
years, and inthe meantime Mir. James Smith 
died. Mr. Smithin his will gave halfof his 
property to his wife, Mrs. Persis Smith, and 
left the other half to found Smith Academy. 

After Mr. Smith’s death, George Smith re- 
turned home with his habits reformed, and 
was taken into Mrs. Smith’s favor. 
He and James 8&8, Garland, her nephew, 
were made joint trustees in the 
management of Mrs. Smith’s estate. 
bir. Garland was President of the Provident 
Bank, which failed, and in which Mrs. Smith 
was deeply interested. She owned $82,500 
worth of the stock, and had $55,000 on deposit 
when the bank failed. She blamed her 
nephew for the matter, and in her will cut 
him off. 

Mr. Garland shortly before the failure of 
the bank became affected mentally, it was 
stated, and he went East for treatment. 
Mrs. Smith removed him asatrustee of her 
estate and appointed George Smith sole trus- 
tee instead. When Mr. James Garland re- 
turned to St.Louis fully restored,he entered a 
suit against his aunt alleging that his 
release had been secured while he was not in 
a condition to transact business. He also

ad Smith, in disposing of her property, 
executed two instruments. In 1886 she exe- 
cuted an instrument, conveying her prop-rty 
to be held jointly by herself and 
George Smith to gO to whichever 
one survived. Inthe event of her dying first 
she left certain directions, which provided 
for certain legacies to her  rela- 
tives. Later she made a will. 
A suit was brouglgf to set aside the will, and 
another to have deciared vyoild the in- 
strument creating the trust. The plain- 
tiffs were, besides James §. Garland, 
the nephew, John True Gariand, 
Jennie Garland Hosmer, James K. Hosmer 
and Nathan M. Garland. Judge J. E. Mc- 
Keighan and Hiram J. Glover were the plain- 
tiffs’ attorneys, and Judson & Taussig de- 
fended the suit. Judge Valliant’s opinion in 
the case is as follows: 

THE OPINION. 

The final consideration of this case has been post- 
poned until sufficient time could be found amidst the 
pressure of the court’s business to give it the careful 
study that ite importance,.its interest and the large 
volume of its record demanded. In deciding it it is 
unnecessary for me todo more than briefly state the 
conclusions reached without attempting a review of 
the questions which are so many, and which have 
been so exhaustively discussed. 

The avidence satisties me even beyond a doubt, 
that Mrs. Persis Smith at the time she executed the 
instruments in question in these two suits, was a 
woman of more than ordinary intelligence and of 
clear puspece and deliberation of character. To say 
of her that she was of unerring judgment, free 
from unreasonabie prejudices,and could not be led 
by her affectionate partiality forone to do injustice 
to another would be to say of her more than the law 
requires of any one in disposing of her own 
eqoperty. 

e prejudice she conceived against her nephew 
James 8.Garland,on account of the loss she sustained 
by the failure of the Provident Bank was doubtless 
unjust and unreasonable, as any one not smarting 
under the loss could see. But when did a bank ev er 
fail and those suffering by it« failure did not feel the 
same way against its officers? We do not reason 
about our own misfortunes and those responsible 
for them as we doabout the misfortunes of others 
and their agents. The prejudice of 
Mrs. Smith against Mr. Garland in 
this matter may have been and doubtiess was un- 
reasonable and unjust, but it was not unnatural. 
Being one of the largest stockholders in the bank 
and one ofthe greatest losers by its failure, the 
feeling of ill-wili, which such misfortunes noun 
nee, was doubtiess engendered in her an 
was perh 7 also enhanced by what she 
considered her nephew's ingratitude. ‘Thus un- 
fortunately for Mr. Garland was combined in his 
aunts’ mind against him two of the causes that 
common experience teaches us are most effective in 
arousing enmity, and the resuits of which 
are the last to be forgotten or forgiven. It 
seems that George Smith antertained the 
same harsh judgment against Mr. Garland that 
Mrs. Smith did, but we cannot assume that she sim- 
ply adopted his feelings and opinions unless we for- 
got that she was a woman of strong mind and charac- 
ter, and assume that she was either above or not 
amendable to the passions that usuaily actuate peo- 
pie under such ciraumstences. The evidence does 
not warrant the conclusion that George Smith was 
the origin of Mrs. Smith’s prejudice against James 
8. Gariand. 

But, however unjust may have been her opinion of 
her nephew when she executed the instructions of 
1886, itcan not beas confidently asserted that the 
feeling she entertained toward him after the filing of 
his suit against her was without any just founda- 
tion. Accusations more Nkely toarouse anger and 
resentment could scarce! be conceived 
than those made by r. Garland in 
that suit. It was that suit thatledto her consulta- 
tion with Judge Madill, and if the effect of that swit 
upon the mind of Mrs, Smith was to render recon- 
ciliation impossible, there would be no wonder. In 
her consultation with Judge Madaill she was free and 
untrammeled and beyond the influence of George 
Smith. In those consultations and in 
her consultations witn Mr. Patterson 
that influence, which it is claimed 
existed by Mr. Smith's influence over Mrs. Smith by 
virtue of the relation of trustee and cestui que trust, 
was shutout. Ifthe relation thet existed between 

them as trustee and cestui que trust created the ~f 
sumption of undue influence, the mere fact that 
Smith held consultations with Judge Madill and Mr. 
Patterson would not be sufficient to repel that pre- 
sumption.

Burglexrs Again Maka a Raid on Old 

| Orchard Residences 

FREQUENT SHOOTING AT THEM HAS HAD 
RO EFFECT. 


‘The Latest Victims of the Determined 
Gang—Frack Williams, a Colored 
Burglar, Shot by a Private Watchman 
—Jeft Storts Acquittedin Judge Morris’ 
Court— Police News. 


The daring gang of night prowlers who 
have been enteringand rifling houses in Web- 
ster Groves, Old Orchard and other suburban 
towns ia the most daring and thorough man- 
ner, are becoming bolder with the notoriety 
which they have gained. Their latest suc- 
cessful piece of work was the burglarizing of 
the home of Mr. Chas. L. Merrill of the Bank 
of Commerce at an early hour yesterday 
morning. The family knew nothing what- 
ever of theintrusion until they arose yester- 
day morning and found the dooropen. An 
investigation developed that the burglars se- 
cured a valuable gold watch and a quantity 
of money. Mr. Merrill does not know how 
much, but he saysthe sum will not amount 
to $100. The gang were evidently very hungry, 
for they ransacked the pantry and kitchen 
and took all the eatablesin sight. Even the 
vegetables for the Sunday dinner were taken. 

Saturday night the burglars tried to enter 
the home of Mr. Lewis W. Lacy of J. Ken- 
nard & Sons, at Oi Orchard, but were un- 
successful, and last night they tore off the 
shutters from the windows of Brown’s con- 
fectionery in Old Orchard. Mr. Brown heard 
the noise, and, securing hisrevolver, fireda 
shot which effectually frightened the rob- 
bers. 

The gang who are working the suburbs ap- 
pear to be well organized and prepared to do 
business in a wholesale manner. There are 
sevoral men inthe crowd and a woman, and 
they travel in a wagon, which is always in 
hiding close by whenever the gangare at 
work. Friday night last Mr. Horace Ghiselin 
of O14 Orchard neglected to fasten one 
of the windows on the first floor 
of hig house, and late in the night he 
was aroused by the loud barking of the 
watch-dog. He got up and went down stairs 
and saw the window wide open. Mr. Ghise- 
lin hastened back up-stairs for his revolver, 
and, returning, fired a shot. It was the sig- 
nal for several men to jump from their 
hiding places and run tothe wagon which 
was in the shadow of the trees and drive 
of. On several previous occasions several 
citizens saw the men, the woman and the 
the wagon, and itis very probable that in 
their raid on Mr. Merrilil’s house they filled 
their vehicle with the vegetabies. 

It was reported that oneof the men who 
was shot by Piack Bros, of Old Orchard 
Thursday night in an attempttorob their 
store had gone to Dr. Baker of Webster 
Groves to have the shot extracted. The re- 
port roved to be untrue, as no one came to 
aker on any such mission, 


A Serious Cutting.

Oomptroller Stevenson says it is absolutely 
Mecessary for the expenses of the 
city to be kept within the income 
by a reform inthe money spending methods 
of the departments, and he has himself sug- 
| gested the appointment of this committee by 
the Assembly. ‘‘Iit is not possibie to increase 
the income of the city by $1,’’ said 
the Uomptroiler to-day, ‘‘and that 
‘Deing so, we have got to economize, 
' mot hap-hagzard, but systematically. An 
Exploring Committee ofthe Assembly ought 
to discover how to doit. There is too much 
money being spent in every department to no 

. We have spent $315,0000n the city 
titutions in four years for improvements, 
end there is nothing toshow for it. Salaries 
are raised indiscriminately. As the city 
grows salaries must be increased, of 
course, but the increase should be by rule, 
and notasitisnow. At present some man 
gets tibia month place that he has been 
- @nxious to geton any terms,and he is no 
sooner warm in it than he begins to plan to 
get his salary raised. He succeeds, through 
the influence of some friend, and gets $100 
@ month. Then an old employe of 
the officer who knows bis work is worth more 
than that of the other man, gets dissatisfied 
and wants his salary raised, and so it goes. 
We ought to build the Twelfth street bridge, 
the Ewing avenue bridge and the King’s 
highway bridge, but we can’t do it. 
Mr. Fechter insists on having money 
for his parks. He ought to haveit. He could 
spend an unilimitea sum in beautifying the 
parks, of course, and we would alllike to 
see him 4o it, but the parks are luxuries, and 
we must pay for necessities first.

**Ina very short timeour method of pro- 
viding for special services is going to 
seriously disturb the city finances, too. The 
method adopted is to let the work by contract 
paying the contractor out of the Treasury, 
the city to reimburse itself by levying special 
taxes and collecting the same. If the col- 
lection of the taxes kept pace with payments 
there would be no disturbance to the finances. 
But such is not the case. Usually 
all the payments are made be- 
fore an appreciabie amount of 
special taxes is collected, the Treasury in the 
meantime bearing the burden, Then it must 
be remembered that the city bears the cost of 
collection, inspection, etc., for which it is 
never reimbursed, and which must be cov- 
ered out of its revenues. When the special 
services are few and for small amounts the 

turbance isnot great enough to be feit. 

Utasitis a convenient way of paying for 

ch service the system gradually grows. 
ot very long ago the city bad no such 
special taxes to carry through the treasury. 
At the beginning of the fiscal year, when the 
ount was at its lowest, there were due the 
treasury special taxes amounting to $246,- 
. Since then there has been added the 
maintenance of the boulevards to be pro- 
vided for in the manner above set forth. The 
amount of advances on account of special 
tax work will naturally increase, and before 
song the matter will be a factor of considera- 
© magnitude in the city’s financial arrange- 
ments, both difficult and costiy to deal with. 
**Do you believe that an investigation of 
department by this Exploring Committee 
would actually result in reducing expenses?’’ 
**Oertainly. Why not? No such investiga- 
tion bas ever been made, it ought to go deep

Canvass and His Enthusiastic Work- 
ers—Sherwood’s Friends Boastful— 
Judge Thomas and His Support. 


Next week will witness one of the most ex- 


citing State Democratic conventions held in 
this city for years. It will be cailed to order 
a week from next Wednesday morning in the 
Exposition Music Hall. Before he left for 
Chicago toattend the National Convention, 
Chairman ©. CC, Mafiitt of the State 
Committee engaged the hall. A Recep- 
tion Committee will be appointed 
to receive the delegates and see that 
they find hotel accommodations. The dele- 
gates and visitors will find plenty of room, 
and will'not be subjected to the annoyance 
they experience at conventions held else- 
where in the State. The convention will 
nominate three candidates for the Supreme 
Court, each to serveten years. The vacan- 
cles are made by the expiration of the terms 
of Chief Justice T. A. Sherwood and Associate 
Justices Thomas of DeSoto and MacFarlane 
of Audrain County. Judges Thomas and 
MacFarlane, it will be remembered, were 
appointed two years ago by Gov. Francis in 
pursuance of the constitutional amendment, 
increasing the Supreme Court from five to 
seven judges. Under the provisions of the 
amendment the terms ofthe judges were to 
continue until the following general election, 
and that occurs next November. 
LIVELY CONVENTION EXPECTED. 

The convention will be full of dash from 
start to finish and there will be considerable 
preliminary work done by the supporters of 
the different candidates. There are six de- 
clared candidates and they are all strongly 
backed. North Missouri has three candidates 
and the Democrats claim that common justice 
entitles them to two of the _ seats. 
Their candidates are Judge Gavon PD. 
Burgess of Linn, Judge G. B 
MacFarlane, Mexico, and Judge Willard P. 
Hall of st. Joseph. The Democrats south of 
the Missouri! River offer Judge G. A. Madill of 

- Louls, Judge John L. Thomas, DeSoto, 
and Judge Sherwood of Springfield. There 
will be 626 delegates inthe convention. Of 
this number St. Louis will have ffty- 
six and Kansas City thirty-three. 
It will take 264 votes to nominate, and all six 
of the candidates seem to think that they will 
receive the necessary number, There will 
be combinations attempted, and a winning 
one may be formed before the convention 
opens. Sherwood’s supporters are doing the 
heaviest campaign work, and they claim 
that the first ballot will give him more than 
enough to nominate. The rallroad attorneys, 
who have been particularly active in his 
behalf, will beon hand toseethat all the 
delegates willing to support him 
are supplied with passes. Some 
of Judge Sherwood’s friends who 
are not identified with the i  raltlroads 
ony that the corporation lawyers made a 
mistake in supporting him so openly and at 
the sametime conductingafight on Judge 
Thomas. Thomas’ friends claim that the 
hostility of the railroads instead of injuring 
his prospects hasin reality greatly strength- 
ened him in all quarters of the state. 

MADILL’S SUPPORTERS CONFIDENT. 

Judge Madill’s strength is by no means con- 
finedtothecity. He has many warm friends 
allthrough the State, and they are working 
energetically in his behalf. The St. Louls 
delegation is relied upon by the judge’s 
friends to cast the full fifty-six votes 
for him, and to continue voting 
them as long as his name is before 
the convention. The North Missour! candl- 
dates all have strong delegations instructed 
forthem, and they will come prepared to 
vote all day and night, if necessary, for their 
favorites. The claim was made when Judge 
Bond was nominated for the Court of Appeals 
that his victory meant Judge Madill’s 
defeat. The Judge’s friends are by 
no means alarmed on this 
score and assert that he is just as strong now 
ae ne was before the Hannibal Convention 
met. 

Some of Judge Smith’s friends in the South- 
east are somewhat put out,and some of them 
bave even threatened to oppose Judge 
Thomas, because his county did not give the 
Farmington candidate the support 
he expected at Hannibal, Jeffer- 
son County, where Judge Thomas has re- 
sided for the past forty years or 
more wentto Hannibal with five votes and 
on every ballot gave two to Smithand one 
each to Bond, Benton and Woodsides. This 
was done wiiha view to protecting Thomas’ 
interests. The friends of the Southeast Mis- 
sour! Judge say there is no reason why he 
should not receive the solid vote of that sec- 
tion, and they talk confidently of getting it.

Legal Impediments to the Liquor Busi- 
ness in Creston. 

Creston, Io., June 27.—There isa lively 
war going on here against saloons. The feel- 
ing has been intensified by the swearing out 
of search warrants by deposed Chief of Police 
Maxwell. Searches at every place where 
liquor is sold disclosed the fact that the 
saloon men have mighty good hiding places 
for their stock, as but little liquor was se- 
cured.

fact that during May when the crop needed molsture 
the fall was 17 millimetres against an average of 97 
millimetres and 57 millimetres, the minimum pre- 
viousrecord. Dornbusch’s estimateis considered 
impossible by some correspondents. 


Prime, June 25: The country has. been drivin 
away slowly on the early winter wheat harvest an 
very little, ifany, progress bas yet been made with 
the late wheat. There has been no increase in the 
development ef rust, but some fields are reported 
more or less smutty, and aiso in some sections of 
the winter wheat belt the crop is beginning to loge. 
All things considered, however, it looks as if the 
wheat was going to fill better than was expected, 
but still there seems to bea feeling of doubt ard un- 
easiness as to final results. This is based 
on the continuance of wet weather and rank- 
ness of the crop. South of the Ohio River the 
wheat is now largely in the shock. The spring 
wheat crop begins to showa rankness, and no more 
rain is needed for fourteen days. The crop in many 
Cases is making up lost ground owing tothe forcing 
weather of the last (twenty days. The crop is hold- 
ing itsown. Corn—Farmers the present week east 
of the Mississippi Kiver have had a poor time to 
work their crop, In fact the rains have been so 
heavy and violent that the weeds are getting ahead 
Taking thecorn beltas a whole the 
crop has not done so Well tlils week as it did the 
week before. The harvest o! grass an winter wheat 
is now so rapidly coming’on that it wili be impossible 
to give corn the cultivation it requires. We have a 
better stand of corn than could have been expected, 


The London Mark Lane Express of June 13, in its 
weekly review of the British grain trade, says: 
W heat is coming nicely into earin all the southern 
counties, andthe improvement in prospects since 
the end of May isas undeniable as it is gratifying 
This, however, will only mislead us if it causes us to 
forget that a very extensive survey made a fortnight 
ago led to the conclusion that the wheat crop was 
10 to 12 per cent short of an average promise. The 
extreme irregularity ofthe promise has also to be 
considered andthe exhaustion of surface moisture 
onallthe lighter gvils is becoming increasingly 
serious. Foreign wheathas declined for all Indian 
sorts, and also for South American. but North Amer- 
ican has been rather irregular, and Australasian isa 
little dearer since the holidays. The average price 
of Californian is now 5s. 14. above that of English, 
the Jiffrence a year ago being 3s. 7d. and in 1890 2s. 
2d, per quarter. These ficures show that Californian 
wheat arriving in big cargoes and held by afew rich 
merchants keeps up better in value than wheat 
which is in some 600,000 hands. The French have 
recently been buying Australian wheat, of which the 
present quantity on passage is 1,200,000 bu less than 
at Easter, and 184.000 bu reduced from the very re- 
cent date of Whitsuntide. The total imports of 
wheat and flour into the United Kingdom since last 
harvest have been 132,742,632 bu, or at the weekly 
rate of 3,403,640 bu. Of this formidable total. 67,- 
756,720 bu, or almost exactly half, have been re- 
ceived either as wheator flour from the Atlantic 
ports.

ON BOARD A CLIPPER SHIP. 


Incidents ofa Voyage of 151 Days Under 
Sail—The Queer Pilot Fish. 


From the Morning Oregonian, 

Many of the sailing vessels which come into 
port bring one or two passengers, occasion- 
aily companions of the Captain, but often 
courageous travelers who brave the dangers 
of an ocean voyaxe for the sake of its strane 
experiences. Many ftindthe passage dreary 
in the extreme, butan ovoservant man will 
derive both instruction and pleaswie from 
the voyage. On the last vessel to arrive here, 
the bark Pastolus, were two passengers, W. 
F. Gray of Rochesterand Hugh P. Blackin- 
ton Of Hoosac Falls, N. Y. Mr. Blackinton 
had much to say regarding the fishes and 
birds of the sea and life aboard a clippe 
freight vessel, suchas the Pactolus is. H 
said toa reporter: 

**We made the trip purely for pleasure, and 
we were well rewarded. When we were 
weary of rea(ling or watching the sallors, we 
devoted our time to fishing, and it was sim ply 
glorious. We perched ourselves inthe mar- 
tingales on the e's Side, in the tropics, 
during the prevalence of the trade winds, 
and caught bonitos and albercores weizhing 
twenty pounds each. Then far out at sea 
were cape bens, cape pigeons, penguins, Cal- 
wy ey pllots, and innumerable birds of other 
cinds, 

‘*‘We watched the thrashers attack the 
whales and in a hundred ways studied the 
sea for 151days. Oneof the strangest things 
to us Was a discovery we made. The thrasher 
cannot see to go anywhere, but is piloted 
about by the queer pilot fish, which fastens 
itself just above the head of the thrasher 
and thus leads him to the great whale he is 
toattack.
